Monthly Focus: Sidewalks 

South Park's Clean Team focuses on a monthly special project. In 
February, we focused on pressure washing hazards and stains 
from the District's sidewalks Have an idea for a special 
project? Let us know ! 

In February, South Park's Clean & Safe Teams: 

• Maintained 2,477,088 linear feet of streets and 328,580 linear feet of alleys 
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• Pressure washed 11,791 square feet of the district 

• Removed 39,880 pounds of trash, 11,085 square feet of graffiti, and 12 bulky 
items 

• Responded to 938 requests for cleaning, and 388 safety incidents 

• Checked in with businesses 710 times 

• Performed 249 wellness checks 

• Gave 51 people directions 

• and safely walked 7 people to their destinations
